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SEWERAGE 


The sewerage scheme for Monkton Farleigh was completed during the year 
and a large part of the wrk on the Semington scheme was also completed. 


Preliminary planning work was carried out on a scheme for Wingfield 
village and also for a group of houses in the Westwood area (Staples Hill). 


When these are completed only South Wraxall and Beanacre will need 
schemes - though it would appear that Beanacre will have to await the 
eventual improvement to Melksham works before this scheme can be undertaken. 


HEALTH SERVICES IN THE AREA 


Hospital 


This district is in the South Western Regional Hospital Board area. 
Two Hospitals St. George's at Semington for chronic and elderly sick and 
Winsley Chest Hospital lie within the District. Bradford, Melksham and 
Trowbridge General Hospitals and, of course, the Bath Hospitals supply the 
general hospital facilities for the areas Most maternity cases are dealt 
with by Bradford and Trowbridge Maternity Hospitals. 


County Council Health Services 


Domiciliary midwifery and nursing and also Health Visitors services 
are supplied by the County Council. Child Health Clinics are held at 
Melksham Clinic (every Thursday) and Bradford (Youth Centre, Newtown every 
Tuesday afternoon). Immunisation clinics are also held at these centres.

PUBLIC HEALTH INSPECTOR 
Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 
I have pleasure in presenting my twenty-fifth Annual Report to this Council. 


The introduction of a plastic sack system for refuse collection has been 
completed during the year. The re-action of householders has been generally 
favourable. 47 Discretionary Grants have been approved during 1972 and this 
figure compares very well with the 24 approved during 1971. However, we cannot 
afford to be complacent as time just does not permit us to make as many routine 
visits to food and other premises as is desirable, we still have a kerbside 
refuse collection system and poultry inspection is impossible. I fervently hope 
that these short--comings will be recognised in the forthcoming local government 
re-organisation and sufficient staff will be appointed to enable a thorough and 
efficient service to be provided to the ratepayers. 


I would ask the Chairman and Members of the Council and Committees to accept 
my sincere gratitude for their guidance and consideration. My thanks are also due 
to Dr. Wolfenden for his co-operation and to Mr. Evans and Mrs. Hanney for 
assistance so willingly given. The Rodent Operator and the Refuse Collection and 
Disposal Staff have continued their duties to the obvious satisfaction of the 
householders in the district.

Note - It will be noticed throughout this report that, on occasion, more notices 
are shown as “complied with" than "served", This is explained by work requested 
in 1971 being completed in 1972. 


The two private slaughterhouses have continued in operation during the year 
(animals slaughtered and condemnation figures are shown in Appendix "A"). Each 
slaughterhouse has a stunning pen and complies with the Hygiene and Prevention of 
Cruelty Regulations. 


The cases of tuberculosis shown in Appendix"A" have all been re-actors sent 
to the slaughterhouse by the Ministry of Agriculture Veterinary Officers. 


The carcase and offal of every animal is inspected. 


There is one poultry slaughtering establishment in this district. The average 
weekly kill is approximately 500. It is not possible to keep an oversight on 
poultry inspection which is left to the proprietor. 


Three food complaints were received and thoroughly investigated. The 
complaints related to cockerels purchased from a farm, a stale packet of lemon 
crush and a tea cake. Two of these complaints illustrated the need for "open 
coding" to be adopted. However, the Council decided that prosecutions were not 
warranted and warnings were given. 


As mentioned in previous Annual Reports, we have a modest routine of sampling 
pies, ham, fishcakes, etc. for Bacteriological examination.

All sites licensed by the Council, have been inspected to ensure compliance 
with the licence conditions relating to number of caravans, water supply, sanitary _ 
accommodation, disposal of waste water, paths, fire extinguisher and refuse bin. 


All the sites are small (the largest having nine caravans). 


During January and February, we had a plague of tinkers descend upon a lane in . 
the district. Their behavbur, lack of decency and untidiness was deplorable. After : 
they had departed the rubbish was found to be spread over the lane, the verges and 
in the adjacent fields. I personally counted 236 discarded bottles. The Council's 
workmen had to collect this rubbish and we had no hope of recovering the cost. I : 
do so wish that those people who express sympathy for these "travellers" could have 5 
seen the behaviour and despoilation. ‘ 


RODENT CONTROL 


Details, in the form required by the Ministry of Agriculture, Fisheries and 
Food are given in Appendix "D". The Council also undertake the eradication of 
beetles and the removal of wasps nests on payment from householders. 


The Rodent Operator has continued with routine inspections, including 8 farm | 
inspections. We now have 2% farm contracts for which a fixed charge is made, each 
farm is visited every four months and the necessary treatments carried out. Four 
business premises have similar contracts with us forregular inspection and treat- | 
ment. | 
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During the year, M,, “. H. Smith was appointed as full time Rodent Operator 
to act jointly for Bradford on Avon Urban District Council and this Council. Mr. 
Smith is giving excellent service and we have been able to catch up on much routine 
work including test baiting 8 sewerage systems (where, fortunately, "no takes" were 
recorded), Mr. Smith's meticulous spraying at Beanacre Tip must have been respon- 
sible for the lack of complaints of flies during the year. 


REFUSE COLLECTION AND DISPOSAL 


A weekly collection throughout the district is maintained with a limited service 
for some trade refuse. 


The new Shelvoke and Drewry Revopak refuse vehicle was delivered to us on the 
3rd October, 1972. The opportunity was then taken to return the Pakamatic for 
alteration of the angle of the paka box. 


Various breakdowns to the lorries and the Michigan Shovel Tractor have caused 
considerable dislocation but the service has been maintained with no complaints 
from the public on this score. 

The lack of covering material and very wet weather resulted in conditions at 
Beanacre Tip not always being as good as we would wish and a tip fire added to our 
difficulties. 

The whole of the district is now on a plastic sack (for use as a bin liner) 
kerb-side system and the change-over progressed quite smoothly.

The Council's policy is to formally deal with the dwellings which were placed 
in Category IV in the Housing Survey and similarly to deal with properties becoming 
vacant where re-letting might provide a "stepping-stone" to Council re-housing. The 
policy has been pursued through the year and 2 cottages have been so formally 
reported to the Public Health Committee as suitable for action under Section 16 of 
the Housing Act, 1957. Every endeavour is made to persuade owners to undertake re- 
conditioning schemes and to take advantage of Improvement Grants. 


During the year no cottages were demolished and 2 were re-conditioned,. 

47 Discretionary Grants (Total £41 ,181.50) and 2 Standard Grants (Total £560.00) 
under the Housing Act, 1969 have been approved during 1972. Some considerable 
discussion and inspections are a preliminary to such applications but the work is 


well justified by the results. 


2 applications for Qualification Certificates were received under the Housing 
Act, 1969. 2 Certificates were granted and no formal refusals issued. 


No applications have been made during the year for Certificates of Disrepair 
under the Rent Act, 1957.

One point which is causing a little concern is the spraying of sewage sludge 
on fields with the farmers consent. The material must go somewhere and to put it 
back on the land seems a reasonable solution but the public health nuisance angle 
has to be carefully watched. 


RIVERS, STREAMS AND SEWERAGE 


Of the thirteen parishes, Atworth, Broughton Gifford, Hilperton, Holt, Limpley 
Stoke, Melksham Without - Spa Road, Semington Road, Berryfield, Shaw, Whitley, 
Woodrow - Monkton Farleigh, Staverton, Westwood and Winsley now have sewerage 
systems and further schemes are envisaged by the Council. Throughout the district 
informal action has been taken to prevent pollution of streams and water courses, 
but some sewer ditches continue to be a problem. 


SWIMMING BATHS 


There are no swimming baths or pools open to the public in this area. Various 
samples and some advisory work was undertaken for private pools at schools in the 
district. 


ABANDONED CARS 


There is not a serious problem with abandoned cars but orders have been given 
for removal and disposal of several vehicles.
